.Membership is not a mere matter of paying 
dues or of making high-sounding sfwechcs.

bodas painted a gleaming brown; must draj>e long, live 
snakes about their necks— even hold Ine 
reptiles in tlwir mouths— must dance and 
ciiant and sliout in a fashion trulv sav- 


A t the climax of their weird dance . 
. 
. the Smolci people throw 
their snakes in a writhing heap of hissing heads, whipping tails. 


This 
intelligent, 
law-abiding, 
Cauicasian 
citizen of Prescott, Arizona . 
. 
. lurns 
savage once or twice a year to focus the 
eyes of the world on his peaceful town. 


This group began the study of Indian lore, not for 
casual entertainment solely, but because of a profound 
respect for many phases of ‘Tndianology” which were 
not known or understood. These w'hite citizens found, 
:n the dramatization of the rites of a dozen Indian 
ifies, the means whereby they might create a truly 
mantic setting for their studies. 


The bizarre nature of the experiment, tlie inevitable 
color and mj’stery of it, were .such that the clan was 
bound to attract attention, to become ex officio the 
city’s paramount medium for commanding attention, 
Prescott’s chamber of commerce in fact if not in name. 


Once or twice each year, at an hour long heralded 
and always just at sundown, the Smoki People per­ 
form. 
Fortunate is the traveler or tourist who can get 
within the range of vision.

S M O K I P E O P L E have been 
in exisleiice some nine years. 
A 
tew months ago they left home, as 
an organi/ation, foi tfie first and only 
lime, to parade and perform in the state 
capital. Phoenix. 
Some 30,000 people 
saw them. 
Saw them in a parade down 
the main thoroughfares, saw- them in ex­ 
traordinary pageantry and dances in an 
outdoor stadium. 
And to this date probably not more than 
a hundred spectators know that the dancers were plain, w'ork- 
aday, white businessmen like themsebes. 
Indeed many t>eoplc in their home town of Prescott are 
yet under the illusion that the Smoki People arc Indian in­ 
habitants of the Great Mesa, true savages w-ho are some­ 
times "hired" to give their native religious dances in public. 
It is inconceivable that the gleaming, painted and orna­ 
mented individual, draped with coiling, licking snakes, who 
is circling a hre and shouting praises to some savage god. is 
the corner grocer who sold you the potatoes for dinner. 
Or 
the automobile dealer whom you still owe payments for the 
new six. 
The Smoki People are that realistic. 
Strictly speaking, of course, there is an orthodox cham­ 
ber of commerce at Prescott, too, functioning in accepted 
manner. 
But its light is a mere candle compared to the 
glare of its inlei-allied body, the Smoki. 
The real chamber has come to serve principally as a pro­ 
motion department, a publicity bureau, for the Smoki fes- 
tivali and the Prescott Frontier Days rodeo. 
If the citi­ 
zenry could and would do so, the Smoki organization might 
go on a national tour that would set precedents. 
It is easy 
to picture such a "road show" creating an entirely new sen­ 
sation through the east, electrifying a jaded Broadway and

1 hen each dancer will thrust a naked 
arm into the mass, draw forth one or 
more snakes and run onto tlie desert to 
release the writhing “ messenger" to the 
rain gods.

arousing sundry official investigations at every stop. 


generation and recaptured from the fading memories of old 
tribal priests who are dying, watching the forgetfulness of 
their younger men toward the beautiful customs of the past. 
Each dance the Smoki study and present in their perform­ 
ance means a permanent addition to known and recorded 
lore. 
^X’o^ds and music of the chants are preserved that 
posterity may know and enjoy them. 
Most beautiful, perhaps, in the two-hour 
Smoki performance is the Moon Chant, a 
serene dance-pageant formerly participated 
in by priests and priestesses every 28 years 
It involves the cycle of the Night Goddess, 
whom many Indians regarded as a carriage 
in which rides Klehano-ai, the Moon Beat 
er. 
The Moon Chant is described as “ mys 
tic, searching, and full of austere reverence.’ 
More sensational than the Moon Chant 
is the Fire 
Dance, a dance of 
healing, 
swift, blazing, full of movement and inten­ 
sity. 
It is very unlike the Moon Chant as 
a spectacle; its note of savagery prepares 
the spectator for 
the dance 
tliat alw-ays 
closes the Smoki 
performance—-the Cere­ 
monial Snake Dance, weird, fascinating and 
spectacular in the extreme. 


r j l H E Smoki organization represents a practical experi- 
I ment in the drama. 
A small group of Prescott busi­ 
nessmen, who in ofi hours could enjoy things other than 
shop talk, viewed with some alarm the fast-dying Indian 
tribal rites. 
They saw the manifestations of a truly native 
American art rapidly slipping into oblivion, under their very 
noses, because Prescott is a center of the Red M an’s land.

h e general theme of the Snake Dance 
is simple— a plea to their god for rain 
that will allow desert and arid land to

The savage hiptiely-hop. hippety-hop. hip- 
pcty-hop of the rhythmical step is timed by 
an eerie “ ooom-ooom— ooom-ooom— ooom 
ooom” of the tom-toms. 
Long, quivering 
"eoeeee-^'AHHhhhh — eeeeee-YÂHhhh" 
chants mingle in the savage-like confusion. 
If, in the midst of this dance, you can pull 
your eyes away to observe your neighbor, 
likely you’ll see him standing mouth agape, 
holding his breath, awed by the terrible 
spell of a ritual quite unmatched in the civ­ 
ilized world.

The 
ancient observance of the Snake 
Dance is perpetuated now only by a few ob­ 
scure Indian groups, the Hopi or their rela­ 
tives. 
It can rarely be seen by curious or 
thrill-seeking visitors, so sacred is the dance 
held.

16 days beforehand, among these 
Indians, the professional “ snake men’’ of 
the tribe are in solemn preparation tor the 
great event, closeted in their sacred rooms 
which are carved from solid rock.

many days before the dance no food must 
pass their lips, and they can drink only a 
bitter tea made from a secret herb, which 
gives them security (they believe) against

soil was last year when they per­ 
formed In Phoenix. 
This was in a sea­ 
son when the snakes were hibernating. 
After some dickering the Smoki agreed 
to perform away from home at an “ off” 
lime, 
if the Phoenix promoters would 
supply the hundred live, grown snakes 
necessary. 
Forthwith began a desert search, with 
a bounty on live snakes. The results were 
negligible. 
In the end a contract to rent 
the reptiles was made with a gentleman 
who maintains what he calls a snake 
The contract is believed to be the largest single 
ranch, 
. 
— 
rental of live reptiles ever effected. 
The sundown performances of the Smoki usually are pre­ 
sented with adroit stage settings. 
Since it is manifestly im­ 
possible to give the dances in their proper spheres, that is, 
in the true Indian villages where they originated and are 
held sacred, the Smoki resort to stagecraft. 
In front of a grandstand a “ prop” village will be erected 
for background, much after the manner of a movie village. 
Sometimes artificial moons rise, and carefully arranged light- 
enhances the weird quality of the dances. 
mg 


r p t H E Smoki idea is extraordinary, without counterpart. 
I The dances answer, in some measure, the white man’s 
inherent urge to “ dress up and show off,” an urge man­ 
ifest. if not admitted, in the gaudy costumery of many fra­ 
ternal and social organizations tliroughout the land. 
The savage-like dress of the Smoki quite naturally sub­ 
jects the membership to many jokes and wisecracks. 
But, 
strangely enough, there is rarely a spirit of levity among the 
performers when they are in costume. 
They enter their cere­ 
monies ill all seriousness; they apparently strive to live their 
parts for the time being, exactly as an actor is expected truly 
to become the person whose character he portrays. 
The Smoki have but one non-dancing member— Calvin 
Coolidge. 
It is tacitly understood that M r. Hoover soon 
w^ill replace M r. Coolidge as the recipient of that honor. 
O ddly enough, too, a woman is l>ehind much of the 
success of the Smoki. 
She is Grace Sparkes, secretary of 
the Prescott chamber of commerce, a western girl who can 
wear a western sombrero, who can work with and lead 
men on their own ground. 
It is she, among others, who 
have built of the Smoki people a unique organization.
